CHAUVIN VS. WAINWRIGHT 


MANITOU LAKE 1905—1920 

AN IMPRESSION

The Chauvin Football Club motored 
up to Wainwright 0n July 1st. Un¬ 
fortunately, Harry Strachan and Os¬ 
car Hawthorn were ufiable to make 
the trip but Keatley and Laplante 
did well as their under-studies. 

Chauvin won the toss and kicked off 
with the wind in their favor and im¬ 
mediately swarmed round their op¬ 
ponents goal—shot after shot was 
rained in, Pearch and Mills both hit- 
1 ting the bar, Guthrie missing by 
inches, but Chauvin were unable to 
score—From a breakaway the Wain- 
wright forwards worked close in and 
beat LaPlante. 

From the kick off Chauvin rushed 
the ball into Wainwright’s territory 
and after their goalie had saved shots 
from all of the forwards, Mills ac¬ 
cepted a pass from Guthrl© and made 
the score level, Wainwright kicked off 
bua “Happy” booted the ball into the 
Wainwright goal and they were hard 
pressed the goalie saving in turn from 
Guthrie, Mathot and Mills—Chauvin 
were having all the play but Wain¬ 
wright broke away and shot from ^eft 
wing, the ball striking the bar ans 
glancing thro’ goal, Laplante having 
no chance ti save—Chauvin were not 
to be denied however and from the 
kick off, the ball was passed out to 
Guthrie who beat halves and backs 
in a race up field and slamming the 
ball across it was trapped by Mathot 
who made no mistake and beat Wain¬ 
wright goalie “all ends up—Chau- 
vfif Continued tU press until half time 
but could not score again the teams 
changing e nds with the scofe 2—2. 

In the second half Wainwright had 
the wind in their favor and for the 
first fifteen minutes had more of the 
'game than they did at any other pe¬ 
riod. Their outside right got away 
and centred amidst appeals for off¬ 
side which wer e disallowed and the 
ball was rammed thro’ for Wain¬ 
wright s third goal—Chauvin kicked 
off, immediately raided Wainwrights 
goal “Happy” hitting the goal post 
and Beatty narrowly missing Guthrie 
came inside right ana put In a hot 
one that the goalie was lucky to get 
away “Happy” shot four times in 

succession but the ball in each case 
, / 
struck one of the Wainwright players 

and they relieved. 

Time was going fast and although 
Chauvin were outplaying '\\Tainwright 
they could not score. Mills received 
a pass frim Gutfcrie and wa s fouled 
nea r goal but an appeal for a penalty 
ws disregarded —Happy slung the ball 
out to Guthrie who got away t 0 centre 
to Mills who beat goalie at close range 
Wainwright kicked off but they had 
shot heir bolt. From now on Chauvin 
assumed command of the game. ‘Hap¬ 
py” Fitz, and Johnston at half back 
tackling fine and placing the ball 
well up to their forwards, who ran 
rings round their opponents but had 
awfut hard luck In not scoring, the 
bal either striknng players or missing 
the goal by inches. Fitz was putting 
up a great game as was also “Happy” 
whilst Johnston did well considering 
he had a very fast wing man to hold 
All the forwards worked hard and had 
the Wainwright halves and backs 
“up in the air” Two minutes before 
time was called the constant presure 
of the Chauvin forwards was re¬ 
warded, Happy swung a pass over 
to Beatty who ran in and from about

A change indeed from old times, 
and one provoking the thought that 
here before one lies the proofs of 
expansion and of progress, with, let 
Us hope, still furher points ahead on 
*he road of happiness and prosperity.

You cannot control the traffic in in¬ 
toxicating liquor any more than you 
can control the anger of the lioness 
when you interfere with her cubs. 
Bishop Potter’s moral saloon opened 
with prayer, was a failure 

You can no more have a moral sa¬ 
loon than an honest thief or a virtu¬ 
ous prostitute. v 

Governor Patterson of Tennessee was 
given t Q drink and was a strong ad¬ 
vocate of the license system but in 
1913 became a converted man, and 
has done wonderful work for the Pro¬ 
hibition cause in the United States. 

The enemies of Prohibition say it i 
is an interference with personal liber¬ 
ty. When your injury begins my per¬ 
sonal liberty must ena. 

The personal liberty plea against 
prohiouTuTf’ is^^oted dn rank selfish¬ 
ness, It has no leg to stand on. 

The boy in the yarrf says “This is 
m y father’s yard, my gun” I will 
shoot off my gun in daddy’s yard. 
Boy, you cannot do it, because the 
bullet from your gun might hit the 
boy over the fence in your neighbor’s 
yard- There is no such thing as ab¬ 
solute personal liberty. The only per¬ 
son who can be permitted to have 
absolute personal liberty is the man 
incapable of injuring any one else. A 
shipwrecked man swimming in the 
Atlantic Ocean has perrect personal 
liberty. 

You must give up your bottle of 
whiskey for the sake of the weaker 
man and for the good of society. 

Fo r the first two years the Alberta 
Liquor Act was a great success. 
When the Influenza came the law was 
loosened to the injury of many. 

Jan. 1st last interprovincial trade 
in intoxicating liquor was opened, 
and since then Prohibition in Alberta 
has not prohibited. 

The- question whether the govern¬ 
ment shall handle all liquors. The 
question of stopping the manufacture 
of intoxicating liquor are questions to 
be considered, but the question of the 
minute, excluding all others between 
now and next October 25th is this— 
Will you vote against the importation 
or bringing into this province all in¬ 
toxicating liquor for Deveragte pur¬ 
pose. 

There must be an overwhelming 
majority in favor of the Referendum 
if it is to impress the government as 
it shoulc^ With the assistance of 
the vote by the women this can be 
done. Overconfidence is a danger. 
In 1912, the amendment to the pro¬ 
hibition act in the state of Maine was 
won by a hairbreadth. Why? Be¬ 
cause 20,000 prohibitionists did not go 
to the polls, while every thug and thief 
and swineherd of blind pigs cast his 
vote. 

When George V. was in the trenches 
visiting the men during the dark days 
of the war, the soldiers said to him: 
“We will see this thing through” Let 
us say the same in reference to the 
Prohibition Referendum.

POWDER BISCUIT 

1 quart flour (4 cups) 

2 rounding teaspoons baking pdr 

1 level teaspoon salt 

1 or 2 tablespoon butter or lard 

About 2 cups milk or water, more 
or less, enough to mix a very 
soft dough. 

Sift the flour, stlt, and baking pow¬ 
der together thoroughly. Rub in 
shortening with fingers, or flexible 
knife. Add milk or water, a scold as 
possible, mixing to a very soft dough. 
Turn dough on a well-floured board, 
and roll out lightly till half an inch 
thick. Cut into biscuits and lay in 
baking pan, not too closely. Bake in 
hot oven from twelve to fifteen min¬ 
utes.

may be otherwise unable to procure 
same. The district shall take from 
the party to whom the relief is sup¬ 
plied his note for the amount, pay¬ 
able not later than the 31st of Decem¬ 
ber next, with rate of interest not ex¬ 
ceeding’ that payable by the district. 
The ambunt may be secured, where 
the party is the owner of the land or 
obtains the consent of the owner, by 
a lien upon the land registered in the 
Land Titles Office within thirty days 
and by an agreement for a lien upon 
all crops grown upon the land of the 
party assessed during the year in 
which the note is given, notice of such 
agreement to be registered in the re¬ 
gistration district for chattel mort¬ 
gages within thirty days of the date 
of the agreement. In cases where the 
consent of the owner cannot be ob¬ 
tained to a lien on the land, in addi¬ 
tion to the lien on the crop, the Coun¬ 
cil may take chattel mortgage secur¬ 
ity, registering the mortgage within 
thirty days. The Council is given 
powers for collection where the secur¬ 
ity is being endangered in any way, 
and penalties are provided for at¬ 
tempt to defraud or to dispose of any 
relief for any purpose other than that 
specified in the application.

AN ACT TO AMEND THE GAME 
ACT CHAPTER 50 

The # most important of the numer¬ 
ous amendments which make up this 
act has to do with the shooting of 
prairie chicken. For the last three 
years there has been a close season 
on prairie chicken the year round. 
Under this amending act there is a 
limited open season provided of two 
weeks from October 16 to October 31, 
for prairie chicken 

The act also permits the killing of 
female caribou and further protects 
muskrats south of township 52, the 
season being open only from March 
1 to May 1. 

The destruction of beaver is prohib¬ 
ited, and it is now provided that resi¬ 
dent farmers must take out a license 
before they can hunt birds aand a 
fee will also be necessary for a trap¬ 
per's license.
